Thus, according to statistles, 
the safest year of life begins 
with your llth birthday, When 
the -child reaches‘ this: age 
period, he has already passed 
through the hozards of the 
cutching  discases, .such as 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, and 
measles, Furthermore, the 
chronic or long-continued dis- 
orders which come on later in 
life do not develop in children 
of this age. It would appear 
that the death rate of boys of 
the gfe of eleven is 73 per.100,- 
000, ond for girls It is nbout 45. 
These rates are only half as 
high as they were 12 years ogo, 
but there is more that can be 
dotte to reduce them) still 
furtlier. 

Large numbers of the deaths 
which occur are.due to ac- 
cidents; In fact, they account 
for about 2/5 of the deaths 
among the boys, and 1/6 among 
the girls. Fatal accidents are 
four times as frequent among 
boys ns among girls. 

Other conditfons which are 
responsible for fatalities amon 
children of this age ~are 
rheumatle fever, concer, infan- 
file paralysis, appendicitis, and 
tuberculosis. eae 

Such conditions as appendi- 
citis, pneumonia ind tuberculosis 
are amenable to treatment if the 
conditions mre discovered early 
and the treatment carried: out 
promptly. . :

AS a rule, parents who are 
happy and successful at 
guiding their chitd in his earlier 
years olso are happy and 
Successful in relation to this 
child during his adolescence.
